That they came to this theater 
after the policy-making Casablan­ 
ca conference was taken as an in­ 
dication the allies consider a Med­

The meeting was held in

H eadquarters of Lieut. Gen. Dwight 
D Eisenhower. American comman 
der in chief in this theater, and
